FOOD  POISONINC; 

1 case  v/as  ascertained  during  the  year,  nine  days  ei'ter  onset  and  before 
notification.  The  patient  was  a 63  years  of  age  male  factory  worker.  The 
infection  V7as  ScAmonella  panama.  Initial  toms  t^/ere  giddiness  and  fainting 
followed  by  diarrhoea  and  nausea  for  four  days.  Investigation  v/as  made 
immediately  upon  receipt  of  information  and  the  only  food  the  patient  could 
recall  having  eaten  v;hich  could  be  regarded  as  suspect  i/as  canned  tongue. 

This  food  was  available  and  was  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
but  it  ivas  in  too  advanced  a stage  of  decomposition  for  examination  to  be 
carried  out,  iinother,  unopened,  can  of  the  same  food  v;as  obtained  from  the 
patient  and  also  submitted  for  examination.  No  pathogenic  organisims  were 
isolated.  The  part  of  the  opened  can  bearing  the  manuf a.cturer ' s embossed  code 
was  not  available  so  it  was  not  possible  to  know  if  the  two  cans  were  from  the 
same  consignment.  No  further  cases  were  notified  or  otherwise  ascertained. 
Observation  of  the  case  v/as  continued  and  examiijiation  of  stools  obtained 
subsequently  v/ere  negative.

A monthly  charge,  based  on  the  cost  of  the  item  is 
normaAly  payable.  Cases  of  hardship  receive  speciaA  consideration. 

Patients  are  charged  according  to  the  family  circumstances  and  the  cost  of  the 

а. rticle.  Equipment  provided  under  the  County  Council  arrangements  include 
air-beds,  air-rings,  bed  cradles,  bed-i3a.ns,  back-rests,  crutches,  urinals, 
v/aterproof  sheets,  etc.. 

Requests  Virith  regard  to  the  provision  of  equij)m.ent  should  be  submitted  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire  County  Council. 

The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  layin-in  period  in  maternity  cases 
where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to  undeftaJee  the  domestic  duties 
of  the  hone,  and  a.lso  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  in 
receipt  of  Social  Security  benefit  domestic  help  caji  be  arranged  when  needed 
through  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  The  Health  Department 
collaborates  closely  with  the  Officials  responsible  for  the  services  enumerated 
above.

The  Officer  duly  authorised  to  take 
initial  proceedings  under  the  Mental  Health  ^'.cts  for  the  provision  of  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  in  the  o.rea  suffering  from  mental  illness  is  Mr. D.^G. David, 
Clen-view,  G-virendraeth  To\.^n,  Kidv/elly. 

MEMTi'X  SbAiHORIllLS; 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment, 
supervision  and  general  Aelfarc  of  mental  defectives.  Supervisory  home  visits 
are  made  by  a SociaA  orkor  and  a Home  Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  Home 
Teaching  of  mental  defectives. 
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There  is  a Junior  Training  Centre  for  liontally  Hejiclicapped  ChilCa-en  at  Heol 
Goffa,  Llanelli,  v/ith  teaching  facilities  for  75  children,  and  residential 
quarters  for  12  children. 

Facilities  are  also  available  for  short-term  care  of  cases  during  holidays 
or  illness  of  the  guardians.

Si.NIT:ilY  CIRCUIiSTlNCBS  OF  THi.  : 

V/ATBR; 

The  Llanelli  and  District  .a.ter*  Board  completed,  a coastal  supply  scheme,  with 
a 12"  main  to  Kidurfelly,  and  a 6"  main  from  Trimsaram,  thus  providing  most  of 
the  Town  area  with  filtered  and  chlorinated  v/ater  from  Llanelli. 

The  former  sole  supplies  for  the  To\m  are  as  shovm  below  and  still  in  use  to 
the  extent  indicated. 

The  supplies  axe  obtained  from  'wells  in  different  parts  of  the  district  and 
froi-i  deep  seated  springs  tapped,  and  delivered  by  cast  iron  mains.  They  consist 
of  hoxd-'waters  which  ho.ve  a high  degree  of  natural  purity  and  are  not  plumbo- 
solvent.  All  the  supplies  are  chlorinated  a.nd  chlorination  tests  are  made  daily. 

CTJ^BL  3_U_L  SUPPLY : 

This  yields  a minimum  supply  d.uring  extend.ed  drought  period,  of  about  12,000 
gallons  per  day  and  no\i  only  supplies  Ferry  Road  and  ■'’'ater  Street. 

MILL/IIDS  SUPPLY: 

During  the  summer  months  this  supply  augmented  the  Capel  Sul  Supply. 

C/J:  CEFN  SUPPLY: 

This  supply  gives  a minimum  flov;  of  15,000  gallons  per  day.  A gauging  chamber 
is  provided,  to  record  the  ovei-flow  from  the  collecting  cha.mber  v/hich  has  shown 
a consta,nt  flov/  of  10,000  gallons  daily.  This  supplies  most  of  Mynyddygarreg 
area.
